‘Beginning with the ancients, 8ecipo Nasicn 
derived his name from the prominent share 
of this feature possessed by him; ao'did Ovid, 
surguuied Naso, oa which account Pope re- 
yi presents his flatterers persuading lim that 
he had “a nose. like Ovid’s;” Cisore’s nose 
was distinguished by a vetch (jeer); Sylora 
by a profusion of pimples. ‘Phis lafter made 
a great figure in those days, aud the Atho- 
nians, while he, was besieging thom,’ cut a 


number of jokes on it, hoy compared itto|: 


Ma ouulberry dreiyed over with meal,” as we 
read in Plutarch’s “Tuifo of Sylla.” | The 
joke, aa many other jocose things oft 
‘cost the-inventors ‘very dearly when (Ue re- 
vengeful dictator put his nose withinéthoir 
city gates. he nosa of Cromwell was well 
‘ealoulated to vie with that of his Roman 
prototype, if we may credit Cleveland, Birlk- 
cubeud, and other contem porary. writers. 
* 4 Cromwell's face,” says Birkenhead, “ wears 
a natural tiffany,yand his ebin may farnish: a 
rusty coat’ of mail. - His nose is ‘a comet in
